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Editorial Trade Review. 


Business generally cannot be said to be dead or even 
Reports from the various trade 
centers covered by the market letters in our present 
issue indicate that a remarkably good trade is notice- 
able for the present month; no apparent falling off 
when compared last year, trouble being 
found in keeping up the supply of goods on hand in a 
satisfactory condition to meet urgent demands that 
are of every day occurrence. 

Money conditions are easy in the Western states. 
Collections are reported as being good. ‘The fixed be- 
lief that the war can be pushed without jeapordizing 
new enterprizes will produce gratifying results. Some 
promising undertakings, which were held in abeyance 
by martial uncertainties as to time, which checked the 
money offerings and made close markets during the 
spring a certainty, now find easier and more sanguine 
views prevailing,which will be productive of confidence 
and stability. 

All the lines of manufacture connected in any way 
with agricultural interests are in the most prosperous 
condition, and numerous manufacturers, under the 
pressure called for, will turn out this year a product of

joyful dimensions; for at the present time many of 
them find it difficult to supply the demand. 

It is anticipated that this prosperous condition of 
things surrounding the American farmer will surely 
prove as good for 1899, for the farmers have been 
forced to practice economy for so long a time they will 
be compelled to renew almost everything about a well- 
ordered farm, from necessary machinery to the house- 
hold appliances suggested by improved conditions of 
living, 

The prevailing extreme quotations on cereals, made 
possible by speculative methods, can hardly.be sus- 
tained, but the large crops for which every provision 
has been made, will bring results that will be more 
than satisfactory when compared with the previous 
season in the year of joy just passed. 

The iron and steel interests bidding for the large and 
growing export trade have been greatly benefitted by 





the extremely low freight rates, which assist in making 
Lake Superior ores so cheap by comparison; in fact, 
the low cost on all ores and coke enable us to produce 
pig iron and its products at phenominally low figures 
never before attained. 

It is just as well to believe that war conditions will 
continue throughout the remainder of the present 
year, the necessity still existing for keeping many men 
under arms,a large navy in a state of constant activity, 
will result in an expenditure of money of gigantic pro- 
portions. ‘This will increase largely the present circu- 
lation, and naturally tend to advance prices sufficiently 
to make it desirable for the dealer to keep constantly 
abreast of the markets, with but little fear of any ret- 


rograding influences tending to make the season’s 
business unprofitable. 


How Often Shall Salesmen Call ? 


With each annually recurring inventory and settle- 
ment of the year’s business, the question most promi- 
nent before every jobbing house in the country is how 
to reach a maximum amount of sales with a minimum 
ratio of expense. 

This question constantly prevailing, forms a problem 
in connection with the successful prosecution of the 
business which needs to be solved, and solved with 
conservative care, before the fears of a final dissolution 
of this important branch of the trade shall become a 
prominent factor and render nugatory every element 
tending to its perpetuity. 

Profits and emoluments are naturally to be expected 
from a business which in most cases has been success- 
fully prosecuted through many years by the present 
house and its predecessors, all of them blest with the 
lamps of experience to illuminate the methods of its 
leading workers. Notwithstanding this, each recur- 
ring year finds diminishing profits, increasing expens- 
es, unexpected losses and fluctuating costs, all of which 
tend to make the stock sheet present an unexpectedly 
dismal appearance when it is figured up. 

It is universally admitted that the cost of marketing 
goods is out of all proportion to any possible profit that 
may be obtained from the distribution thereof. Travel- 
ing representatives become more and more numerous, 
the necessity for intelligence in this branch of the bust- 
ness makes the compensation higher in the scale as the 
skill to sell and the acquaintance of customers to sell 
to, becomes a factor in the commercial value of each 
salesman’s abilities. 

The conditions of the Hardware trade as it is con- 
ducted to-day, require in each individual employe a 
higher degree of skill, the strictest attention to detail, 
and a professional love for hard work greater than at 
any previous period in its history, and it has always 
been an open question whether services apparently so 
valuable when contrasted with other lines of business, 
were sufficiently remunerated; this has formed one of 
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the rocks in the channels of success which annually 
confront employers. 

Travelers, bright, able and attractive men, as the 
majority of them are who have achieved success, and 
enjoy an acknowledged mastership, are found on every 
line of travel,making valued acquaintance with buyers, 
offering every inducement to make new customers for 
the house, and quite frequently leaving so small a 
margin of profit on some transactions as to hazard the 
acceptance of the order. The nature of their business, 
active and indefatigable from early morn until late at 
night in order to achieve deserved success, makes 
their vocation one recognized by fairly liberal salaries, 
indulgent expense allowance and considerate treatment 
in too many ways to count. This department invari- 
bly demands an annual attention on account of in- 
creased cost, that is rarely given to. any other. 

How can traveling expenses be saved without reduc- 
ing volume of sales? Are too many trips made that 
are positively unproductive of profitable results? Can 
they be reduced in number? Snould the trade be vis- 
ited less frequently than we now think necessary? Why 
not so regulate traveling as to cut the expense down 
fifty per cent., and induce mail orders, that are now 
usually held for the arrival of some favored salesman? 
Some think the main point to be considered is to stim- 
ulate mail orders, and this can only be done through 
the conscientious efforts of the salesman himself; he 
really ‘‘ controls the trade,” and is paid for doing so; 
his efforts on behalf of his house keep the customers 
in line, prevent the many contestants for the same 
business from obtaining too much of a foothold, and in 
many ways assist materially in the prompt collection 
of the outstanding indebtedness. 

With a view of discussing some of the reasons why 
better results are not obtained by the efforts of the 
jobbing fraternity through present methods, we in 
this issue give a number of replies to the question pro- 
pounded in our paper of June ioth, of ‘‘ How Often 
shall Salesmen Call?” 

The replies which we have received will be found 
worthy of perusal, being full of interest for all Hard- 
ware dealers to whom thesubject of reducing expenses 
is always one certain of close consideration. 


Export Trade in Manufactured Products. 


In the investigations necessary to make comparisons 
with foreign trade for our manufactured products 
which existed ten years ago, and the greatly improved 
conditions of the present, it must be excessively grati- 
fying to know how steadily and satisfactorily it has 
increased in volume with each succeeding term, until 
even now it almost surpasses belief. This immense 
trafic has not yet reached the zenith of success to 
which it still aspires and will undoubtedly achieve. 

When our increasing exports in the earlier part of 
the decade referred to became so notably a feature of 
our manufacturing industries, our commercial com- 
petitors, especially those in England, Germany and 
France, naturally noting our growing importance in 
this field of the world’s progress, consoled themselves 
with the belief, founded on previous experience, that 
this industrial development would not long continue; 
but as soon as a home revival made healthier condi- 
tions in our local markets, our efforts for foreign trade 
expansion would lose the vigor which then was evi- 
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dent, and we would resign the business for the domes. 
tic markets that were more productive of profit. 

Contrary to such hopeful expectations taken by the 
manufacturers whose trade we were endeavoring to 
supplant in country after country, upon obtaining a 
foothold that gave promise of permanency, we hung 
on and the increasing demand for raw materials stim- 
ulating our mines and furnaces to the utmost, we have 
eventually so reduced the bottom cost that at the pres- 
ent time we are successful competitors for the traffic 
long held by England and Germany on seemingly im- 
pregnable grounds. 

It is a conceded fact that American steel rails will 
be a familiar sight in China and Japan, in Russia and 
Australia, backed up wherever plazed by the prestige 
which makes our progressive country the leader of the 
world in every line of organized effort where mechan- 
ical skill and intelligent supply are permitted to go 
hand in hand. This desirable state of affairs is founded 
onan economy of cost absolutely unattainable under 
any but the free and enlightened modes of thought, 
invention aud execution, made possible under American 
institutions and national ambitions. 

During the ten years referred to, our manufactures 
of iron and steel have surely increased fourfold, iron 
and steel plates, making a record in their especial lines 
of a tenfold increase. In tin plate, of which we were 
such large importers, we have so changed the condi- 
tions of the traffic by creating the industry which pro- 
gressing from a national standpoint, will yet be felt in 
every part of the world, resulting from economic ad- 
vantages already within our reach. Our production ot 
wire nails, made possible by mechanical improvement 
in the period referred to, has been increased over ten- 
fold, and wherever our perfect product finds a pur- 
chaser its great superiority is so noticeable in every 
way as to defy competition. 

It is the intention of our manufacturers that there 
shall be noretrograde movement. When we capture a 
foreign market we intend to stay in it. In justice to 
our unexcelled production of mechanical appliances of 
every description, from machine tools of elementary 
significance to the more advanced perfection of our 
mechanical skill, shown in our world-famed locomo- 
motives, it must be acknowledged that once they are 
admitted, and comparisons are instituted, their intrin- 
sic worth, superiority of finish and adaptability to work 
give them a popularity that makes them difficult to 
displace. 

There is every indication that the export trade of 
our country, in manufactured products, will reach in 
the next five years a greater degree of expansion from 
confessed superiority and economy of cost than has 
been reached during the past decade, through all other 
influences combined. 


The U. M. C. Co. received the following telegram from 
their representative attending the tournament held by the 
Mountain State Gun Club:

There is a saying the gist of which is that uneasy lies the 
head that wears a crown, and the same expression applies 
to debt.

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JOBBERS, AND THE EXPENSE ACCOUNT. 





There appeared among the market letters of Hardware, 
in the issue of June roth, a letter from the Logan-Gregg 
Hardware Co., of Pittsburg, Pa., in which attention was 
called to a number of questions of the greatest possible 
moment to the jobbing houses of the country, in relation 
to the expense account, division of territory, the calls from 
traveling selesmen, etc. The points there touched upon 
suggested so much, and opened the way for so much in the 
way of discussion, that we asked a number of the leading 
jobbers of the country to pay especial attention to this let- 
ter, with the request that they give us their views thereon. 
Responses have been prompt and pertinent, and we take 
pleasure in submitting the same below. We also reproduce 
herewith the original letter from the Logan-Gregg Hard- 
ware Co., of Pittsburg, followed by one of a later date, in 
which the question is more fully discussed : 


How Often Shall Salesmen Call? 

We were shown a little pamphlet lately, written by a 
traveling salesman, in which he advocates an agreement 
among jobbers that their men shall not call on trade oftener 
than once in sixty days, thus reducing expenses and allow- 
ing more opportunity for mail orders. The great bugbear 
of the jobbing trade at present is the expense account, and 
it will require some united effort to effect a change in the 
plan of doing business to reduce it within safe limits. 
All jobbers remember when they used one traveler where 
they now use three or four, and that results were better 
under the old plan. Wedonot believe it impracticable to so 
arrange it that each distributing centre should have certain 
prescribed limits of territory which is naturally tributary 
to it, and within which the jobbing houses of that city 
should not be interfered with by other cities. The retailer 
would be protected by the competition of the four or six 
jobbers in that city, which certainly is enough for good 
business, and the useless expense of travelers from other 
cities, with offers of special inducements in the equaliza- 
tion of freights, etc., would be avoided. This is an evil 
common to all jobbing houses, and we believe a return to 
old and natural conditions would not only better the condi- 
tion of the jobber, but in the end be also more satisfactory 
to the retailer. LOGAN-GREGG HARDWARE Co, 


Logan-Gregg Co. Go Into Details. 

kdttor Hardware: At your request, we will give our 
ideas regarding some of the dangers which confront the 
jobbing Hardware business, as it is now conducted, and 
suggest a remedy. 

The great bugbear of the business for the past five years, 
has been the growing percentage of expense to sales, which 
has become so large as to leave little or no net profit. 

There are two principal causes for this increased ratio of 
expense: First, the extreme low price at which goods are now 
sold, compared with prices five, ten and fifteen years ago. 
A house may. have sales of, say $500,000 per year, but in 
order to reach that amount, it must market double the 
quantity of goods sold ten years ago. This means more 
salesmen, more traveling expense, more handlers of goods 
in the house, more bookkeeping and postage, and more 
warehouse room, which means more rent. 

Second, increased competition, which leads many concerns 
to push for all business in sight, regardless of the cost of 
getting it, and very often regardless of the price at which 
they sell. 

There might be mentioned, a third cause, growing out of 


the second, viz.: distribution of such goods as fence wire 
and nails, oil and lead, which are sold at 2% to 5 per cent. 
margin, and billed along with Hardware on sixty days’ 
time. Of course all that business, amounting probably to 
one-fifth or one-sixth of the total sales, is done as an ac- 
commodation to customers, and at an actual loss. 

The first of these causes has been very clearly and ably 
set forth in an address made before an assembly of travel- 
ing salesmen, by T. Jas. Fernley, secretary of the Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association. This address has been pub- 
lished in pamphlet form for distribution, and should be 
read and studied by all Hardware jobbers who have not al- 
ready given this subject their attention. 

Is the jobber, then, doomed to extinction? There are 
fewer of us now than there were five years ago, and the 
tendency seems to be towards large houses, and fewer of 
them. 

This is instanced lately in Chicago, and there has not 
been a new jobbing house started for years. 

We believe, however, that there is still a place for the 
jobber. He has a work to do in the economy of business 
affairs that cannot be done by any other, and he is entitled 
to his just compensation for the part he takesin distrib- 
uting the products of thousands of manufacturers to the 
thousands of retail stores. 

But if the jobber is to havea profitable existence, he must 
adjust his business to present conditions, and curb his 
greed for trade that is secured at a loss, which affects not 
only his own, but all other concerns in the business. 

The remedy which seems to us the most practical and 
most likely to bring success, is along the line of the natural 
movements of trade. 

Every large city is a natural distributing centre. Trade 
flows to it through natural channels, just as the tributaries 
of large rivers come from the smallest hamlet back in the 
hills, and the reflex movement is like the distribution from 
a huge reservoir to all the surrounding territory. 

In these large centres there have grown up great job- 
bing houses, several of them in each city, enough to make 
healthy competition, so that the retailer may be protected 
against imposition. In some centres there may be, and 
probably are, more than enough. If the natural movement 
of trade is not interfered with, these houses will get the 
business from all territory naturally tributary to their city. 
But as business is done, some cities, more ambitious than 
wise, reach out beyond their natural territory and grab for 
trade that would go to another centre. To get it, they 
must offer inducements, must equalize freights, and cut 
prices. These cuts are met by the city encroached upon, 
and the result is, neither has a fair profit on the business 
done, and retaliation is entered upon with no benefit to 
any one. 

This undue extension of the bounds of trade is done at 
enormous expense, additional salesmen, heavy traveling 
expense, advertising, by excursions to the more distant 
city, etc. It don’t pay, but the trade have worked them- 
selves up to the belief that it does, and it seems as though 
the evil will have to work itself out to the end before it will 
stop. 

Suppose the members of the Hardware Jobbers’ Associa. 
tion were to agree not to solicit trade outside of certain 
prescribed limits surrounding their own cities, which limits 
are well known to be naturally tributary to them. What 

would be the result ? An immediate discharge of from half 
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to two-thirds of the traveling force, with all attending ex- 
penses. 

At first, a reduction in number of names on the books, 
and amount of business; to be followed soon by new names 
and new business from good near home buyers, whose 
trade has been overlooked in the scramble for trade further 
away. 

When the new system (which is a return to that of years 
gone by) got into good working order, the local jobbers 
could agree to c2rtain rules regarding unprofitable items, 
credits, etc., which would be advantageous. Take, for in- 
stance, fence wire, which is sold at a margin of $1 per ton. 
If the manufacturer can get us to distribute his product for 
him on this margin, he is well pleased, for he cannot do it 
himself for any such money. Anagreement might be made 
to bill this article at an advance on the cash price, and al- 
low a rebate to those who pay cash, the original price to 
stand if customer takes sixty days’ time. This would 
lift an unprofitable item out of the rut, and give the cash 
buyer the advantage to whichhe isentitled. Arrangements 
of this kind could be made locally, which woulé now be in- 
effectual by reason of general competition. 

' We believe the manufacturer, the jobber and the retailer 
are indispensable to each other, and that each is entitled to 
his just compensation for the part he performs. We be- 
lieve that the best results for all concerned would be real- 
ized by jobbing houses confining their energies to their 
natural limits, and that ‘‘ Live and let live’ should be our 
motto, rather than ‘‘ Grab for ali in sight.”’

Agreement Not Practical. 

Editor Hardware: 1do not consider such an agreement 
as you mention either practical or satisfactory. ‘The ques. 
tion, ‘‘ How Often Should Traveling Men Call Ona Cus- 
tomer?’ depends entirely on local conditions and customs 
and the cost of doing so. Here in this territory I find it 
necessary to call on some customers once a week, on others 
once a month, others once in two months, and still others 
at longer intervals. To make an agreement to call on all 
of them every sixty days would not work to the best advan- 
tage to the jobber or the retailer.

Discount the Calls Fity Per Cent. 

Lditor Hardware: Referring to the letter in your issue 
of June roth, ‘‘ How Often Shall Salesmen Call?” we are 
glad that this important question has been brought up for 
discussion. 

It is a matter in which all jobbers are interested, and one 
to which we have given considerable thought without being 
able to offera remedy. We believeit would be more prof- 
itable both to the jobber and the retailer if the salesmen’s 
visits to the retail trade were discounted 50 per cent. In 
former years, it was our custom to have our salesmen visit 
the trade not oftener than four times a year, in the spring 
and fall, when they were expected to get a good order. 
Then they made a trip between the two seasons principally 
to sell seasonable goods and to take filling in orders. As 
competition has grown stronger, the salesmen’s visits have 
increased, until we find it necessary to call on the trade at 
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least once in thirty days. This, of course, increases the 
expenses very materially. The orders necessarily being 
small, the cost of selling the goods has been increased at 
least 50 per cent. 

Every jobber, no doubt, recognizes that this evil should 
be remedied, but just how it is to be done is a problem 
which we have been unable to solve. We believe it would 
unquestionably be more profitable to the jobber, and more 
satisfactory to the retailer, if the salesmen’s visits were re. 
stricted to sixty days, except occasionally where a neces. 
sity might arise for a special visit in the meantime. ]t 
would make a decided difference in the expense account. 
and the orders would be larger and more satisfactory. If 
it were possible for local jobbers to form an agreement not 
to permit their salesmen to cover the same territory more 
than once in sixty days, the important question would arise 
as to whether or not other distributing points would not 
take advantage of the situation and result in a possible loss 
of trade to the local jobbers. It is true especially with the 
trade in the rural districts, that the small retail dealers are 
so closely drummed, that they rarely ever have an oppor- 
tunity of sending in a mail order, and oftentimes salesnen 
are so persistent and the dealer so accommodating, that he 
will look up at least a small order for the salesman wien he 
does not need the goods. 

We would like to have a practical suggestion of a rem- 
edy for this great evil.

Little Faith In It. 

A well-known New England house writes us: 

Liditor Hardware: We fear when the roll is called, of 
those willing to make a division of their trade and restrict 
their salesmen’s visits, that there will not be a corporal’s 
guard who honestly favor such a subdivision or restriction. 

One must needs have greater faith and confidence in his 
brother man before he would enter any agreement of the 
kind, in the belief that his ambitious neighbor would not 
concoct some plan by which he might gain an advantage. 
Man must be born again, or made of different natures than 
now make up mankind. 

It would be easier to make a combination on prices than 
to subdivide the trade, and every one knows that is im- 
possible. 

If a salesman travels over his territory too often, he 
should know it, and his house should know it, and his ter- 
ritory should be given to some other man to work, or some 
other man’s territory should be added to his. 

In many houses the salesmen are like a band of gueril- 
las, having no guide and doing as they like, making no 
profit for their own house and working all the damage they 
can for their competitors. 

Every well organized house should have a competent 
head to their sales department, and every salesman should 
be under his direction. His careful watch should prevent 
too frequent visits to any one customer, should regulate 
prices and systematize the whole selling department. 
When a salesman pays his own traveling expenses, and 
his compensation depends on a per cent. of his profit, he, 
too, will know how often to eall on his customers.

No Promise of Success. 

Still another prominent New England house expressesits 
distrust of success in these words: 

Editor Hardware: Answering yours in relation to the 
item, ‘‘How Often Shall Salesmen Call?” we will say, 
however much to be desired this may be, we do not think 
that any movement can be made to bring it about that 
would give promise of the least success. 

Our experience is that all combinations of this kind are 
very hard to hold. 

As we are sorry to say, there are some in the jobbing 
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business who do not always do exactly as they agree, and 
if such an arrangement was proposed it would be very diffi- 
cult arranging salesmen’s trips to the satisfaction of the 
jobber. 

There are many of these ideal conditions that have been 
proposed that are not at all practicable when it comes to 
business. 

The Length of a Drummer’s Cruise. 

Editor Hardware: Referring to your inquiry as to our 
impressions as to lengthening the drummer’s cruise, we 
heartily agree with the proposition of longer time ‘‘ be- 
tween drinks”’ of the traveling men. It, however, seems 
tousthat unless all should adopt the idea, that the man 
who called every sixty days would find that the festive and 
lively cvss who camps withthe country customer had gotten 
away with the periodical fellow’s persimmons. Business 
as well as life hasits humps and bumps, and to keep in the 
swim one has to adapt himself to the conditions surround- 
ing him. We have adopted the principle of, ‘‘ When it 
rains to let her rain, and if the hogs come home, we feed 
‘em.” 

It is not possible to get some of the jobbers in the West- 
ern States, particularly the small jobbers in the small coun- 
try towns, such as Chicago and St. Louis, to adopt any such 
idea. They keep stationary traveling men in every cross- 
road country store, so as to be handy to pick up the wants. 
We must continue to ‘‘do as the Romans do.”’

The only plan by which a reduction could be made in the 
number would be by a combination or close association 
among the dealers in the same lines of business, and an 
agreement among them to respect the territorial rights of 
each other. 

It would be quite difficult to make such an arrangement; 
in fact, almost impossible without some pooling» arrange- 
ment or general selling agency on the part of the mer- 
chants selling certain lines of goods in the same territory.

Editor Hardware: Referring to yours of June 9th, we do 
not think the discussion of the matters you mention will do 
any harm. It is our opinion that there are some large and 
aggressive concerns in this country who will not be gov- 
erned by the discussion, and who are so bent on extending 
their territory, and doing business up to ¢her facilities, that 
the discussion will have no effect upon their methods. It 
has always been our policy not to call upon the retail trade 
too often, to stimulate in every way letter order business, 
and the only seriously disturbing eleinents that we meet now 
are the efforts of large houses in remote districts to get a 
foothold in this State. 


A Question of Combinations. 

kditor Hardware: The question of combination that is 
considered so huge a monster, is involved in the question 
you submit about traveling salesmen. 

The traveling expenses and the salary of traveling sales- 
men as now managed, is altogether too large a tax on the 
business, and it could be largely reduced, saving many mil- 
lions of dollars to the consumer, but it cannot be done, ex- 
cept by general agreement—and the State legislatures and 
Congress, listening to the senseless clamor, are legislating 
to forbid combination. 

It is perfectly evident to all who have studied the subject 
that the prosperity of all classes has been promoted in Ger- 
many by trusts or combinations, and in the face of all this, 
Congress forbids our railroads from entering a pool, with- 
out which it seems impossible to prevent discrimination, 
and by which they could save their immense expense of 
solicitors and advertising agencies, all of which in the end 
is paid by the people. 

The time is rapidly approaching when the business of 
the country cannot carry the burden of these excessive ex- 
Forty or fifty salesmen with the same line of goods

when a quarter of the number would meet the required de- 
mand. Everybody would be as well served and an im- 
mense sum of money saved, but to accomplish this, com- 
bined action is necessary, and this is made a crime by Ohio 
and other State legislatures. 

Cheap production and distribution can be promoted best 
by agreemeents, and since ‘‘ gentlemen agreements” are 
not strong enough, combinations seem to be the only 
remedy. 

There is a limit, beyond which competition is unprofit- 
able. The question to be settled is, where that limit is. 
Whether anything but practical results can determine it, is 
questionable.

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A Test of the New York Hardware Market. 


On Saturday, June 11th, the capabilities of the New 
York Hardware market were put to a severe test, and met 
the emergency in a manner that reflected the greatest 
credit on all concerned. Lieutenant-Colonel Kimball, 
Quartermaster of the New York Army Depot, has long 
contended that, for large and immediate shipments, this 
market was unexcelled. This view has not, however, been 
allowed to go unchallenged, and there have been many 
strong protests entered both by the quartermasters and the 
merchants of other shipping points, as to the comparative 
merits of shipping facilities, stocks carried, and ability to 
handle the same promptly. The record of June 11th should 
quiet all criticism; for, however closely other cities might 
approach, it would be a practical impossibility to excel it. 

On Friday, June roth, General Miles, at Tampa, Fla., 
telegraphed Colonel Kimball, of New York, to call for bids 
for a large quantity of intrenching tools, which were to be 
shipped immediately upon the opening of the bids. The 
invitations were prepared and sent to twenty-five of the 
larger dealers the same’ afternoon, reaching them in the 
Saturday morning’s mail. Attached to each form was a 
note, stating that it was desired to ship by express imme- 
diately after the acceptance of the bids, and that imme- 
diate delivery was of first importance. 

The following articles were called for: 

1800 Pick Axes, handled. 1800 Handles, extra, for Picks. 
2400 Spades, short D handles. 2400 Handles, extra, for 
Spades. 72 Handled Adzes,carpenters’ and R.R.full head, 5 
inch cut.

24 Grindstones, 28 inches diameter, mounted wood, frames 
for foot and hand power. 24 Sledges, handled, 6 pounds. 
24 Handles for Sledge. 48 Hammers, handled, 2 pounds. 
48 Handles for Hammers. 24 Cross Cut Saws, 4 foot. 48 
Sets Blacksmiths’ tools. 48 Sets Carpenters’ tools, each 
set complete in separate box. 12 Portable Blacksmiths’ 
Forges. 60 Kegs Steel Wire Nails, 1od. 60 Kegs Steel 
Wire Nails, 20d. 60 Kegs 6inch Spikes. 60 Kegs 8 inch 
Spikes. 12 Coils Manila Rope, 3 inch circumference. 12 
Coils Manila Rope, 1% inch circumference. 500 pounds 
Marlin, best. 24 Single Blocks for Rope, 3 inch circumfer- 
ence. 24 Single Blocks for Rope, 114 inch circumference.

In each case it was necessary to submit samples of the 
tools bid on, and to state definitely what quantity could be 
delivered at once. 

At 12, noon, Saturday, eighteen bids were opened at the 
Army Building, and it took until 3 P.M. to inspect samples 
and consider the prices. The result was that the order 
was divided among the following six bidders, whose ag- 
gregate bids covered the total amount called for, and 
whose prices and goods were satisfactory: Russell & Erwin 
Mfg. Co., Topping Bros.; Smith, Lyon & Field; Eyeless 
Tool Co., A. F. Brombacher and T. N. Motley. The repre- 
sentatives of the successful firms hurried off to their re- 
spective hduses, and by 8 P.M. that evening the quarter- 
master’s office was notified of the completion of the 
Shipment, and the goods were on their way to Tampa. 
The accomplishment of this feat on an ordinary week-day 
would have been a difficult one; and every merchant will 
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realize how much greater the task was, when accomplished 
on Saturday afternoon, after the street was practically 
closed. 

Russell & Erwin secured about one-third of the whole 
amount, among which were 1200 spades, 48 sets of carpen- 
ters’ tools and 300 riffles. Some idea of the amount of 
work on this order may be gleaned from the way in which 
the specifications call for the packing of the tools. Each 
set had to be complete in itself and packed in a separate 
box. Topping Bros. secured the 48 sets of blacksmiths’ 
tools, adze handles, spades, tackle blocks and sledges. 
Smith, Lyon & Field supplied 1200 hatchet handles and 
1800 axe handles. The Eyeless Tool Co. furnished the 
picks and handles, which were of the regular R.R. kind, 
weighing 7 pounds. A. F. Brombacher & Co. supplied 
1200 hatchets, 300 bush scythes, 300 snaths and 1200 por- 
table forges, while T. N. Motley delivered 1800 axes, 72 
adzes and 24 coils of manila rope. 

It is needless to add that the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment was more than pleased at the expedition with which 
the shipment was made, and the result will probably be 
that the New York City market will be relied upon to fill 
all large orders which demand thorough execution and 
prompt shipment.

Climax and Quincy Corn Poppers. 

Now that the heat of summer is beginning to be felt, the 
thoughts of the Quincy Hardware Mfg. Co., Quincy, IIl1., 
seem to have been turned towards Corn Poppers, which 
have their season in August and September. During the 
past week this firm has sent us samples of both their patent 
‘Quincy’ and ‘‘ Climax.” The former is made of very 
strong parts, the bowl of which is moved by means of 
small gear wheels attached to the attractive stained wood 
handle. This gear motion does away with the tiresome 
shaking of the popper, which of late years has almost done 
away with the popping of corn about the family grate, on 
disagreeable November nights. The lid is made either of 
tin or wire, and is so attached that it cannot come off or 
open while the corn is popping, but when the operator 
wishes to empty the bowl it is a very simple matter to re- 
move the lid. The ‘‘Climax” is made entirely of metal, 
and is much stronger than the ordinary cheap popper, the 
bowl being made of hard Hardware cloth, with solid tin 
allthe way around. The tin lid slidesin a groove on the 
upper edge of the rim and is securely held there, but easily 
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withdrawn after popping; the han- 
dle is made of twisted tinned wire, ¢ 
with forked ends. These extend 
through the rim and go through 
the bowl, thus greatly strengthen- 
ing it. A small wooden grip is fitted on the other end. The 
points which struck us as being superior in this popper 
were the strength of all parts and the wire handle, as in 
some poppers when the handle is made of wood the heat 
from the coals soon chars and destroys the handle, and then 
the popper is of no use. This is not the case with the 
‘‘Climax,” which is the only popper on the market gotten 
out in this way. The ‘‘Quincy” also has wire forks and 
does not have the wooden handle up over the coals.

THE FIRST SESSION 

was held in the circular auditorium on the shore at the 

rear of the hotel—an ideal place for a gathering of this 

character, and was called to order at 11 A. M., on Wednes- 
day, by President Barnett. 

The first number upon the programme was the singing 
of ‘‘ America,” in which all joined with patriotic enthusi- 
asm, the jobber of Texas and the manufacturer from New 
England standing shoulder to shoulder and pouring forth 
their souls in the expression of those sentiments which 
mark the final and complete reunion of a once-divided 
people. 

AN ADDRESS OF WELCOME, 

very appropriate in its sentiments and cordial in its ex- 

pressions of good will, was then delivered by President 

Barnett, in these words: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: I feel it an honor, and it gives 
me a great deal of pleasure, to greet and welcome you to 
this the eighth annual convention of the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association. We are certainly glad to see 
you all here. 

To these good ladies we feel especially indebted for 
their presence. We are grateful for the honor you confer 
upon us. You add greatly to our pleasures. You stimu- 
late and encourage us to do our very best. You help us 
in every way. Wethank youtruly for your coming, and 
wish you all the joy possible, and hope that year after year 
you will meet with us. You will always be greeted witha 
hearty welcome. 

To our gentlemen friends: Wé trust you will also feel 
a hearty welcome, and be at home with us. We see before 
us quite a good many familiar faces, some of you friends 
for many years: some of you we meet perhaps for the first 
time, yetin business to most of us you are not strangers. 
As we meet then, as friend with friend, let each of us 
endeavor to deepen and broaden that friendship, that 
wholesome regard and brother feeling between us as man- 
ufacturers and jobbers, that should exist always between 
man and man. We allcame here fora purpose. We ex- 
pect to. get something. What we get will depend largely 
upon ourselves. If we expect good fellowship, we must 
give good fellowship. If we expect to make friends, we 
must show ourselves friendly. If we expect to have a 
good time, we must make others have a good time. We 
cannot expect something for nothing. Then let us all 
enter into the exercises of the hour in a spirit of good will 
and friendship, and a hearty hand shake, with a determina- 
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tion that we shall know every one in the house. We hope 
everybody will feel he is a component part of this meet- 
ing, and feel a personal responsibility for the success of 
the hour and occasion. 

Organizations are grand things, if their purpose be good. 
In the organization of our Association, the chief aim was 
to create and cultivate a spirit of friendship and good-will 
between ourselves as competitors, as set forth in our 
constitution. Before our organization, perchance we did 
not know our competitors in the nearest neighboring city, 
and when we heard anything of them that was not truly 
bai, we always took it with a grain of allowance; the bad 
things we heard, we accepted as true. How much like 
human nature! 

We are happy to-day to tell you these things have 
changed—all the result of organization—and particularly 
so of our annual meetings. It is here we learn that our 
competitor is just as smart, just as well liked, just as hon- 
est and as much of a gentleman as we are; and we have 
learned that we do not only like our competitor, but learn 
to respect and love him as a brother. These conditions 
are direct results of annual conventions. We mention 
these things to emphasize the importance of our members 
particularly attending every annual convention. We re- 
gret we should have one single member absent. We have, 
therefore, invited you—our manufacturers and other 
friends present—to come and partake with us of the love 
feast, so to speak. 

If itis good for competitors to be friends and have fel- 
lowship, we cannot see why the same good feeling and 
friendship should not exist between manufacturers and 
jobbers. Our interests are mutual. As manufacturers yoy 
cannot do without the jobber; as jobbers, we cannot do 
without the manufacturers; therefore our interests are 
mutual. To further this end our executive committee 
thought it wise not only to invite the manufacturers, but 
to set apart a half a day fora joint meeting of the manufac- 
turers and jobbers, at which time we could discuss the re- 
lations existing one to the other, and to this end we shall 
have at least two papers from either side; and from the 
character, reputation and known ability of the gentlemen 
to read these papers, we can assure you we have something 
rich in store for you. This joint meeting will be held this 
afternoon. This is a very deep and broad question, full of 
thought and interest to us all, and we hope every one pres- 
ent—-member and visitor—reception committee as well— 
will feel perfectly free to express your views. We wantthe 
discussion to be full, free and frank. We feel that much 
go.d will come from the discussion of this subject. We 
all need counsel and education on this line of thought. We 
fear that most of us come short of that true standard of 
measure expected of the Hardwareman. If, then, after we 
have discussed the subject fully and you prove to us as 
jobbers we have fallen short of that high standard, then we 
must get up on that true standard expected of the Hard- 
wareman. 

As Hardware manufacturers and jobbers we should feel 
proud of our calling, or profession, for such it is. We re- 
present a branch of commerce that stands pre-eminently at 
the top, so known and admitted the world over. We re- 
present a profession that requires more patience, more 
hard work, more close attention, more detail, more fore- 
thought, more figuring, more capital, more sagacity, more 
teal ability and, I might add, more common sense, than 
any other known business. We represent a profession that 
has less failures, less of things that are small (in men), less 
of trickery, less of dishonesty. We represent a profession 
known as the barometer of commerce—the index finger 
pointing us to better times or worse. We all remember the 
boom of 1879. The great iron and steel industries of our 
country were the first to warn us of what was coming; so 
likewise in recent years as we saw decline after decline in 
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the products of our mines and rolling mills, we saw and 
sadly experienced the trying times through which we have 
all passed. What of the future? Can we not all imagine 
we see once more glimpses of the silver lining of prosper- 
ity? Although our country is just now engaged in a little 
unpleasantness, we all have the confidence and ability in 
our country with its vast resources and the patriotism of 
our people to feel we shall not suffer materially, but that 
we shall soon come out victorious—things improved and 
continue to improve until we shall see better days. 

I would like to add just here that we should all feel grate- 
ful for the way in which the President of our united coun- 
try has handled the great question now before us. Tomy 
mind he has acted thoughtfully, discreetly, wisely, cour- 
ageously, patriotically, nobly, well becoming the exalted 
position he holds. Some have thought differently. He was 
in possession of all the facts and condition of things. I was 
not, therefore I have been and am still willing to trust our 
President’s good judgment and patriotism to do the right 
thing at the right time and at the right place. War at best 
is full of horrors and should be avoided if possible—honor- 
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ably, however. Since itis upon us, can we not see some 
unmixed evil in it? We stand to-day as a people re-united 
as we have never been. We may differ in politics, we may 
differ on the money question, we may differ as to whether 
we should have gone to war with Spain, we may differ on 
any or all internal questions, we may differ even on the 
prices and terms on Hardware, but when it comes to coun- 
try, we know no difference; we know no East, no West, no 
North, no South, we know but one Country, one Flag, one 
People. 

The final sentiments of the president’s address were re- 
ceived with hearty and vigorous applause. 

The call of the roll was next in order, and showed that 
a goodly numbers were present. 

The reception committee then distributed the badges to 
the members and their guests. These were some five 
inches in length, made of white corded silk ribbon, with 
a red and blue bow at the top, attached to which was a 
small American flag. -A fringe of heavy gold braid was 
attached to the bottom. Printed upon the badge, in plain 
gold letters, was the inscription found upon a reproduction 
of the badge elsewhere. 

The report of the reception committee was tendered by 
Irby Bennett, chairman, whose address was informal and 
full of fun, and who brought down the house with his 
witty hits. The president then called upon the following 
gentlemen for impromptu speeches, which were of the 
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same tenor as that of Mr. Bennett: William W. Supplee, 
president of the National Association, Samuel Disston, of 
Henry Disston & Sons, Philadelphia; T. James Fernley, 
secretary of the National Association; Jas. D. Moore, of 
the Moore & Handley Hardware Co., Birmingham, Ala. ; 
Richard R. Williams, of the /ron Age, and James H. Ken- 
nedy, of Hardware, New York. 
THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

of Wednesday was a joint gathering of the manufacturers 
and jobbers, and was called to order at 3 P.M. It was de- 
voted to the presentation of papers, written from the po- 
sition of both of these important lines of trade. 

The first two were upon the subject of ‘‘ The Manufac- 
turers’ Relations to the Jobbers.” The first one read had 
been prepared by James B. Oliver, of the Oliver Iron & 
Steel Co., Pittsburg, and in his absence, was read by H. 
B. Lupton, of the Oliver Wire Co., Pittsburg. It was as 


follows: 
ADDRESS OF JAMES B. OLIVER. 


While the invitation of your worthy president confines 
me to the above subject, and by inference debars me from 
the converse proposition of the jobbers’ relation to the 
manufacturers, I find that the mutual rights and duties of 
the two classes are so interwoven that it is next to impos- 
sible to consider one without giving some thought to the 
other. Iwill, therefore, take the liberty of to some extent 
wandering from my text, and considering not only the re- 
lation of the manufacturer to the jobber, but their mutual 
relations to each other. 

The manufacturer owes to the jobber certain duties, the 
chief of which are as follows: 

First: He should furnish goods of standard quality, and 
as a means to this end should avoid the use of a low order 
of either raw materials or labor. 

Second: In small details, such as the size and style of 
packages, manner of packing, etc., he should conform as 
far as practicable to the wishes of the jobber, who is one 
step nearer to the consumer than he, and is therefore pre- 
sumably better able to judge what will please the public. 

Third: He should protect his jobbing customers, either 
by refusing to sell at all to dealers and consumers or by 
selling to them only at such advanced prices as will enable 
the jobber to fairly compete with him. The large jobber 
is the very best ally that a manufacturer can have. He 
saves him an enormous expense in the way of traveling 
salesmen, and through his agency the manufacturer finds 
it possible to introduce his wares into territories where, 
otherwise, they would never be heard of. The jobber is 
fairly entitled to this trade, the result of his industry and 
enterprise; and the manufacturer is bound by all the rules 
of honesty and fairness to avoid seeking it. 

Fourth: He should not overload his order books to such 
an extent as to be unable to fill orders in a busy season 
with a fair degree of promptness. 

Fifth: If he should be so unfortunate as to sell goods to 
a jobber at a low price on a rising market, he should take 
his medicine like a man and not set aside such orders in 
favor of orders taken afterward at higher prices. 

Sixth: He should at all times and under all circumstances 
give 2000 pounds to the ton. 

While there may be some exceptions, I think all jobbers 
will confess that the manufacturers as a rule adhere with a 
fair degree of strictness to the lines above laid down, with 
the exception, perhaps, of the fourth proposition. It must 
be confessed that many manufacturers are prone to accept 
more orders than they can possibly fill within a given time, 
causing thereby, in some instances, considerable embarrass- 
ment to their customers as well as to themselves. This 
custom, however, is largely the fault of the jobbers them- 
selves, many of whom enter into contracts for the purchase 
of goods of which they intend to take only a part unless 
the market turns largely in their favor. If, therefore, the 
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manufacturer lives up to the above rules of conduct, the 
jobber certainly in return therefor owes to him certain 
duties, for business is not based upon sentiment, and no 
man in these degenerate days is willing to give something 
for nothing. I would enumerate the following as the prin- 
cipal duties which the jobber owes to the manufacturer: 

First: He should not buy more of any article than he 
needs, and when he does buy it, he should specify for it at 
the times and in the manner provided for in his contract of 
purchase, and take it whether his trade demands it or not. 
When the manufacturer contracts for his raw material he 
is compelled to take it whether he wants it or not, and 
there is no reason whatever for making the jobber’s con- 
tracts more elastic or less iron clad than the manufacturer's, 

Second: He should pay for his goods promptly in accord- 
ance with his contract, and if he aims to discount his bills 
he should always remember that ten days means ten days, 
and if he cannot raise the money within that time he 
should allow the entire sixty days to run and waive the dis- 
count. 

Third: If he has a man about his establishment whose 
duty it is to work up fictitious claims for shortage, dam. 
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aged goods, etc., he should at once save expense and dis- 
charge him. The habit of some few jobbers of making 
such claims is well known to the manufacturers, and | 
think I am safe in saying that in the long run these men pay 
dearly for indulging in such questionable practice. 
Fourth: The relations between the individual manufac- 
turer and the individual jobber should be as close and in- 
timate as possible, and to accomplish this it seems to me 
that it would be infinitely better if each jobber would look 
after the purchase of his own goods, and not parcel this 
duty out wholesale through the medium of so-called syndi- 
cate buyers. There must, of course, be some advantage in 
method of buying, otherwise it would not be followed by 
so many houses whose standing is of the highest and whose 
business acumen is a matter of common remark, but its 
advantages are, to my mind, more than overbalanced by 
its drawbacks. In the first place it throws all the buyers 
in any one syndicate into a common herd, and gives to the 
jobber whose business is limited and whose credit is ques- 
tionable, the same advantage in buying, and to a great 
extent the same prices and terms, as are enjoyed by the 
strongest and best in the syndicate. I am aware that this 
statement will be questioned, and that the represensatives 
of the syndicates will assert that they divide their clients 
into classes, and that all are not entitled to the same privi- 
leges, etc., but human nature is the same all the world 
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over, and it is only fair to suppose that all the knowledge 
absorbed by the syndicate buyer will eventually find its 
way into the offices of all his clients. I personally know of 
a number of the largest and best manufacturers in Hard- 
ware lines, who absolutely refuse to give any prices to 
syndicate buyers, and of others who never under any cir- 
cumstances will name them their best prices, reserving 
these only for those jobbers who act for themselves. 

The relation between the manufacturer and the jobber is 
one of mutual interdependence. The large manufacturer 
would find it next to impossible to market his goods with- 
out the assistance of the jobber. On the other hand the 
large jobber is dependent on the manufacturer for his supply 
of staple articles, and to a certain extent is compelled to 
rely on the forbearance and good faith of the manufacturers 
in the protecting of his trade. Mutual fair dealing should, 
therefore, be the rule on both sides. Neither one should 
attempt to make too much out of the other, but a fair con- 
servative profit should be divided between them. Above 
all their intercourse with each other should be marked by 
courtesy and kindness, and this, with a desire for fair deal- 
ing on both sides, will invariably insure the maintenance of 
both pleasant and profitable relations between them. 

I regret exceedingly that I have been unable to pre- 
sent this paper in person, and hope that at an early meet- 
ing I may have the pleasure of meeting with the members 
of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association. 

The second of these dual papers had been prepared, and 
was read, by James D. Foot, president of the Kearney & 
Foot Co., New York, and was, in full, as follows: 

ADDRESS OF JAMES D. FOOT. 

Gentlemen of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion: While I look upon the request of your president, that 
Ishould read this paper before you as a body, as one of 
the important incidents of my life, I must frankly admit 
that I do so with some trepidation, fearing that uninten- 
tionally in making the argument for the manufacturers, 
[may say some things which on their first reception may 
not meet with your approval. But I sincerely believe that 
in a representative body of this kind, frankness will go 
farther than flattery, and I am willing to take my chances 
on this understanding, to merit your careful attention in 
what I have to say. 

Some years ago the relations between the manufacturers 
and jobbers were somewhat strained, each being inclined 
to meet the other at swords’ points. It is now my belief, 
and Iam glad to state it, that a far more liberal feeling 
‘or each other exists, as is witnessed by this present as- 
semblage, 

There is no question but what the manufacturer must 
recognize the jobber as his best medium for disposal of 
stock; still it will not do for the jobber to feel, that through 
him only can the manufacturer do business. 

Entering upon the subject for consideration, I would ask 
what constitutes the jobbers, and on what basis shall the 
manufacturer treat the jobber as to price? I will assume 
a firm or company employing a certain amount of capital, 
say $100,000, this being the minimum, and the largest sum 
above this is to be the maximum, say $300,000. Between 
these two extremes are perhaps the majority, with a capital 
of perhaps $200,000. Now, gentlemen, I am confronted by 
your Association, made up of these classes. Tell me, is a 
firm of small capital entitled to the same prices as a firm 
of large capital, and if extremes should not govern the de- 
cision? _Ishe to makea price to the firms of average capital, 
and have that price apply to all ? 

Am I not right in asserting that whichever position the 
manufacturer takes, it would be contested by all three 
grades, as unjust to each particular class ? 

Will you decide this question for the manufacturer, or if 
you cannot formulate a plan satisfactory to all, then at least 
be lenient with the manufacturer, who tries his best to 
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equalize for all. I leave this question and points bearing 
on it for your digestion. 

In many ways manufacturers are tried in their loyalty to 
the jobbers, by the tendency of some of the latter to use 
questionable methods, both with the manufacturer and his 
fellow jobbers in trade, thereby gaining temporary pecuni- 
ary advantages for themselves. 

To elaborate this statement necessitates my referring to 
one method. The dealer desires to purchase a certain line 
of goods on which he has limited sale at the lowest prices, 
which necessitates a quantity purchase. What will hedo? 
He has several resources, all of which injure some manu- 
facturer or some brother jobber. He willeither act through 
some syndicate buyer, or purchasing the quantity, unload 
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his surplus at a small margin of profit in some other job- 
ber’s territory. 

Some jobbers may combine to buy the quantity necessary 
to command the lowest prices, but if knowledge of their 
transaction becomes public,the manufacturer is condemned 
for allowing such a deal on his goods. I would ask the job- 
ber to supply a remedy for these abuses. 

Again, on special lines of Hardware, manufacturers, 
through the competition of others in their line, sell direct 
to the large consumers. They would rather their jobbers 
took this order, but find two obstacles to contend against: 
the competitor in their own line who will cater to the con- 
sumer on small margin of profit and the consumer who 
claims his orders are large, his cash as good as any, and a 
firm decision that there can be no middleman in his deal. 
Under these conditions, is the manufacturer to step aside, 
and in loyalty to the jobber, let the other manufacturer 
have it? He should hardly be called upon to make these 
sacrifices, aud many of our best manufacturers in builders 
Hardware decline to do it. 
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I am forced to contend that competition between jobbers 
does more to reduce prices than does the competition of 
manufacturers with each other. How familiar all manu- 
facturers are with the first question asked when they come 
together to sustain prices and increase them: ‘‘ How are 
stocks in the hands of jobbers ?” 

Too often they have seen jobbers break the market in- 
stead of selling from the stock on hand at advanced prices 
fora good profit. Manufacturers have been the best of 
friends with jobbers in the past, by trying to meet every 
cut they have made, by a little further reduction in prices. 
This has been done by reduction in cost of labor, material 
and the introduction of labor-saving machinery. 

But the point has now been reached, where it is im- 
possible to further curtail the cost of production, and it 
is imperative that the jobber should now hold for a living 
profit on his stock, otherwise he must go to the wall or join 
the retailers. He is beyond further help from the manu- 
facturer, in the way of lower prices, for that gentleman 
‘has troubles of his own,” and self-preservation is heaven’s 
law. 

Every manufacturer recognizes the fact that jobbers are 
put to large clerical expenses by having travelers on the 
road. This in contra-distinction to a large retailer who 
may have the same amount of capital in business as the 
jobber and yet dispose of it by direct sale over his counter, 
but at no expense for traveling salesmen. Some might say 
that this was the retailer’s good fortune, but probably the 
majority of manufacturers will agree that if jobbers are put 
to special expenses through travelers to dispose of the 
manufacturer’s wares, they therefore are entitled to better 
prices than large retailers, to protect them against this ad- 
ditional expense of travelers. 

Changes of position between the manufacturers and the 
jobbers have been quite marked in the past few years, 
through the establishment of jobbers’ sectional associations 
throughout the United States. It is now possible for the 
manufacturer, by putting himself in connection with these 
associations, to come much closer in touch with the require- 
ments of the jobbers, and if conditions necessitate it, he 
has that very formidable and important body, the National 
Association, to which he can refer for guidance and assist- 
ance for properly protecting his interests and those of the 
jobbers as against each other. 

I cannot too strongly commend the establishment. of 
these associations, which tends to broaden the sphere of 
the jobber and materia!ly assist the manufacturer. Letme 
ake this a point for your consideration. Manufacturers 
will be naturally more prone to assist such jobbers who 
take a vital and close interest in manufacturers’ product, 
than they would with such jobbers who look merely upon 
the manufacturers in any special line as a base of supply 
which they can draw upon if so inclined, and change off to 
some other, through any whim or fancied wrong. 

The jobber must learn co believe that in order to get the 
best results from the manufacturers, he must try and place 
himself so close to the mauufacturer that each will work in 
the other's interest. If his efforts are spread out too thin 
by trying to represent several manufacturers on one line 
of goods, he will be apt to get only mediocre treatment 
from any of these manufacturers. 

Manufacturers expect and believe that where they give 
up acertain territory to a jobber, it is only loyal to the 
manufacturer that the jobber should adsolu/ely devote his 
attention to the introduction of that Jine to the exclusion of 
all others. If the jobber is not prepared to do this, he has 
nota right to make demands on the manufacturer for ex- 
clusive territory or special consideration. 

There is muchin the nature of special brand that should 
be attractive tothe jobber. If he considers it, two points 
must be carefully dwelt on: 

First—To be assured that the manufacturer will give him 
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in every way as good an article undera special brand ag 
he, the manufacturer, would put out under his own. 

Secondly—Has the jobber an outlet for sufficient goods 
of any one kind to warrant him in asking the manufacturer 
to make up a special brand for him ? 

With these two questions satisfactorily answered, the 
writer is of the opinion that permanent success can be made 
to follow a trade Jaid down on these lines. 

The great advantage to the jobber is that in working to 
introduce this brand of his own, he increases sale thereof. 
and he practically puts so much more capital into his busi. 
ness, forif the brand is trade marked, it in time becomes 
well known, and if the goods are satisfactory, will be pop. 
ular. When once the retailer or the consumer finds that a 
uniformly good article can be obtained under any special 
brand, he is always prone to ask for it-when buying and 
also speak of it to others. All of this tends to an insidious 
advertising of the article, and in time the retailer and the 
consumer are firmly convinced that the jobber is practi. 
cally the manufacturer of it. 

To illustrate: Going back forty five years, when English 
imported files held the market, a large retail house in New 
York, under the name of one of its heads, imported a brand 
of files made by Butcher of England, known as the J. H. 
White file. Making quality their first consideration, they 
won such a reputation on this file, thatin 1873 or 1874, 
when English brands of established reputation such as 
Butcher, Spencer, Jowett & Moss & Gomble were on the 
wane, and I was busily unloading a stock of over $40,000 of 
imported files, still, the ‘‘ White” file had a local market 
commanding its price and selling to the consumer well up 
in the thousands, and this last year imported from $500 to 
$1000. 

A jobber equipped with a special brand gets better prices 
and has an article to sell that competitors can only obtain 
through him. While speaking on this point, I now have 
in mind one of the largest jobbers in the United States who 
takes enough in one line of Hardware to keep one manu- 
facturing establishment of 1oo hands busy the year round, 
and his trade from its inception, of $10,000 a year, is now 
$75,000, and under this special brand shows a continually 
increasing growth. 

I, therefore, as a manufacturer, commend this argument 
to the consideration of the jobbers, who are fitted and 
equipped to properly handle special brands. 

Manufacturers owe much to the jobbers in one direction, 
which was little anticipated by either, when the manufac- 
turer held for prices, and the jobber, through competition, 
forced them down. By the constant hammering of prices, 
manufacturers have at last reached a point where they can 
successfully compete with the markets of the world. 
Nothing but home competition, aided by the dealers, would 
have secured these results. 

Another question for consideration is, to what extent 
shall the manufacturer recognize the retailer? In every 
city of 15,000 inhabitants or upwards is a class of trade 
not to be defined as jobbers and yet too large to pose as re- 
tailers. 

Who shall provide these firms with goods? Most of them 
decline to acknowledge loyalty to the jobber. ~At present 
most of their stock is being supplied by the manufacturer, 
it being the consensus of opinion by that body that they 
should supply the trade. 

It would appear to me that the manufacturer must count 
on the jobber for the distribution of the bulk of his stock, 
but in doing so has a right to demand and expect the 
strongest support from the jobber—their relations should 
be close, I might say almost ona partnership basis. Job- 
bers are already acting as retailers, virtually occupying 4 
dual position. Is this right? 

To my certain knowlédge there are several jobbers who 
not only have retail storesin the city where they are located, 
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but also special travelers on the road, securing the con- 
suning trade of the State in which they do business as 
jobbers. 

~ Asa manufacturer, I sincerely wish lines could be clear, 
defining the absolute position of the manufacturer to the 
jobber, and true definition of a jobber, but after making 
use of my previous arguments, familiar to you all by actual 
experience, I can draw but a few conclusions: 

First—Jobbers must agree on an absolute definition as to 
what constitutes a jobber. If this is done, then the manu- 
facturer, by a decision of the jobber, should agree on a cer- 
tain percentage of profit to this class of trade. 

Second—An understanding must be obtained by these 
two bodies as to which shall supply the large retailer and 
very large consumer, who now protests and declines to ac- 
knowledge any middleman between them and the source 
of supply. 

Third—With the position of jobber defined, with it must 
come an agreement from the jobber, as a guide to the manu- 
facturer, if, to the jobber, one price shall govern all, or 
shall prices be graded by amount of purchase? Then the 
manufacturer will know how to act and be better controlled. 
Those are hard nuts to crack, all of which I submit to your 
Association for a solution. 

Iam aware of the fact that what I have to-day read be- 
fore you, if only read in part by the casual observer, a 
wrong impression might be received as to the position I oc- 
cupy, but if read asa whole, I think you must all admit I 
have tried to treat the subject justly and expose weaknesses 
which, if corrected, will only tend to strengthen relations 
between both jobber and manufacturer. 

And for this reason I personally wish to state that I fail 
to remember a single instance where I or the company I 
represent have been called to account for unfair treatment 
of the jobber. Nor can a jobber point toa single instance 
where I have attempted to go by him and sell to any of his 
legitimate trade. 

Trusting that you may soon be well progressed beyond 
that contented look, and that prosperity will perch for 
years on the golden boughs of your Association, I will re- 
sume my seat and listen with interest to what those on the 
opposite side of the question may present for consideration. 

The next feature was the presentation of the same sub- 
ject from the view-point of the jobber, under the general 
heading of ‘‘ The Jobbers’ Relations to the Manufacturers,” 
The first paper was read by its author, O. B. Barker, of 
the Barker-Jennings Hardware Co., Lynchburg, Va., who 
spoke as follows: 

ADDRESS OF MR. BARKER. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Southern Hardware 
Jobbers’ Association : 

This problem, when properly solved, will not only re- 
move one of the most serious difficulties which now con- 
fronts our trade, but will relieve the friction which exists 
between the two branches of the business, which should, in 
the natural order of events, work harmoniously together. 

That the manufacturer is essential to the jobber is a 
self-evident fact; that the jobber is a necessary medium 
for the collection and distribution of the vast and various 
products of the mills and manufactories of the country is 
equally as evident to every thoughtful man conversant 
with the intricacies of our trade. Doubt can exist only as 
to the extent and degree of importance of the jobber to 
the manufacturer. The mere existence of the many vast 
and important jobbing Hardware establishments through- 
outthe country is an evidence of their necessity as the 
legitimate and most economical means available, as a 
whole, for the proper distribution of the various wares em- 
braced in our line. 

‘‘ Necessity is the mother of invention.” As truly can 
it be said that well-established institutions of trade are 
the outgrowth of the demand of the business with which

they are allied. The jobber is not an accident, but the 
outcome of a necessity which cannot be ignored. He is 
here to stay. His position is indispensable. His future 
possibilities are co-equal with the growth and development 
of this great country. 

Such being the ease, Mr. President, I submit for the 
thoughtful and intelligent consideration of our friends and 
manufacturers, should they not accord us all the rights 
and render us all the assistance in their power not incon- 
sistent with their own interests? The ‘‘bone of conten- 
tion’ between the two branches of the trade is the disposi- 
tion on the part of somany manufacturers, while availing 
themselves of the jobber as a necessary medium of dis- 
tribution, at the same time depriving him of his legitimate 
profit and robbing him of customers rightly his own, by 
selling direct or through local brokers to the retail-trade. 

We are all familiar with the various methods by which 
this is done, the evil effect of which is one of the many 
difficulties which we are called upon almost daily to over- | 
come. I am glad to say that there is a disposition on the 
part of many manufacturers to recognize the rights of the 
jobbers on this point and accord them reasonable protec- 
tion, while there are others who, in answer to complaints 
on this score, either present flimsy and insufficient excuses 
or else justify themselves on the ground that they have 
protected the jobber by making a nominal and inadequate 
difference in price against the retailer. 

Very frequently, as we all know, manufacturers will fur- 
nish a retailer with quotations on a single car or case of 
goods as low as have been made to the neighboring jobber 
who will buy during a season from ten to twenty times the 
amount of the retailer’s purchases. Even when a differ- 
ential of five or ten per cent. is made in favor of the job- 
ber, it is well known by us all, and should be known by 
the manufacturer, that this difference, except on a few 
staple articles, is not protection enough to guarantee us 
against actual loss, besides the demoralizing and harmful 
influence of such transactions upon our customers and 
salesmen. 

In this free country of ours it is for no man to say how 
his neighbor shall conduct his business, so long as he does 
So within the limits of the law. We demand this privilege 
and cheerfully accord it to others. Manufacturers unques- 
tionably have the right to dispose of their product direct to 
the retailer or even to the consumer if they so elect, but I 
hold that there is a high moral obligation on the part of 
every reputable manufacturer catering for, and enjoying 
the patronage of the jobbing trade, not to enter the field 
of competition with his own customer and trusted agent, 
the jobber. This tendency is so manifestly unjust that it 
can only be accounted for by a selfish ambition from which, 
unfortunately, business competition is not easily rid. 

That the jobber is the most economical, and in the long 
run the most profitable, channel through which the manu- 
facturer can reach the retailer is apparent to every close 
student of the situation, and has been time and time again 
demonstrated by actual experience of manufacturers. I 
state it as a fact, which time will prove, if it is not already 
so accepted, that the additional cost to the manufacturer 
of selling goods direct to the retailer or consumer, over 
and above the expense of disposing of his product entirely 
through the jobbers, is more than the average profit made 
by the jobber. If this proposition be true, our friends, the 
manufacturers, must admit our value to them as distribut- 
ing agents, and in doing so, can they justify themselves 
in any reasonable manner in interfering with our trade 
and profits, by quoting prices direct to retailers or 
consumers? 

I will only cite one instance of the many occurences of 
this nature which have fallen under my observation. Some 
time since, a jobber with whom I am acquainted, sold a 
customer a breech-loading gun for twelve dollars, and in 
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shipping the same inadvertently left the tag with the man- 
ufacturer’s address on it. The retailer immediately wrote 
the manufacturer for quotations, and received a prompt 
reply soliciting his order, and quoting the gun to him at 
nine dollars, which was exactly the price paid by the job- 
ber, plus the freight. Upon his attention being called to 
the matter, his excuse was that he was overstocked with 
this particular style of gun, and as the retailer had a good 
rating, he felt justified in making him the quotation. Now, 
the facts are, that this was a small country merchant,some 
forty miles from the railroad, carrying a stock of general 
merchandise not over one thousand dollars; his rating be- 
ing based on a landed estate and not upon his mercantile 
assets. The result of this transaction is obvious: the re- 
tailer lost faith in his long-established friend the jobber, 
and the*manufacturer gained nothing, as the party only 
wanted the one gun, which he had already bought. 

Iam not unmindful, Mr. President, that there are ob- 
ligations due from the jobber to the manufacturer. I will 
not discuss this phase of the question, but will leave it to 
the gentlemen to whom that duty has been assigned, and 
who are so much better fitted for it than I. Suffice it to 
say, however, that the object of this Association is not 
only to relieve the jobber of the burdens and difficulties 
which are abundant in our business, but to elevate the 
standard of trade to the highest possible plane and en- 
courage, on the part of our associates, an ever-constant 
recognition of what is due to manufacturers and others 
with whom we deal. 

In summing up the situation, Mr. President, we find two 
branches of our great trade: one having for its object the 
widest, safest and most economical channel for the dis- 
tribution of its products; the other seeking sources from 
which to supply its wants, affording a profit commensurate 
with the capital employed, the energy and enterprise re- 
quired and the risk assumed. To the former, the jobber, 
in my humble judgment, furnishes the solution of the 
question; to the latter class, of which we are the repre- 
sentatives, it is for us to cultivate friendly and cordial re- 
lations with the manufacturer, endeavoring in every way 
to facilitate the distribution of his products in a manner 
which will be not only acceptable but profitable, but, fail- 
ing in this effort to secure such consideration and protec- 
tion as we are entitled to, it seems to me that the only 
course open to us is, where possible, to bestow our patron- 
age upon such manufacturers as consider our interests, 
and withhold it from those who are seeking to use us and 
abuse our rights at the same time. 

JAMES D. MOORE'S ADDRESS. 

James D. Moore, of the Moore & Handley Hardware 
Co., Birmingham, Ala., presented the second paper upon 
the same subject. He said: 

It is difficult to predict the result of an influence once set 
in motion. 

Some years ago in the Island of Cuba the natives, bound 
down by oppression, sought to free themselves from the 
tyranny of Spanish rule and bondage; the world looked on 
for a long while and thought comparatively little of it, but 
the influence continued to grow and widen until the sym- 

-pathies of the Uuited States were thoroughly aroused and 
the result is that we are at war with Spain, once among the 
greatest powers on earth and so weak now as not to be 
able to control her own subjects on the Pearl of the An- 
tilles; this influence has not yet reached its end and may 
involve the destinies of nations. It will most surely change 
the policy of our own Nation. Only a few months ago 
there appeared to be a slight prospect of the annexation of 
Hawaii, but this has now become to be thought of the ut- 
most importance aS a war measure. The acquisition of 
the Philippine Islands was of little thought two months 
ago, and now the United States flag floats over the island. 
This event will perhaps start the United States on a period 
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o° colonization, and relegate somewhat the Monroe dor. 
trine to the rear. We are inaugurating a small influence 
here to day by having a joint discussion between the job. 
bers and manufacturers, which so far as I know is the first 
time such a discussion has taken place; this apparently is q 
small beginning. Who is able to say what the ultimate 
results shall be? We trust that only good shall come of it. 
We have felt that since the jobbers and manufacturers are 
so closely allied and have to deal with each other so cop. 
stantly, that it would be well to come together and to reach 
some definite conclusion, to cultivate closer friendship and 
have a well defined understanding as to the relations of 
each other. We have invited you in the spirit of investi- 
gation for the truth and justice to all concerned. Com. 
merce, which is the underlying basis of our topic, is the 
fore-runner of civilization, and has a large influence in 
shaping the destinies of nations. Iam reminded that about 
three hundred years ago colony which had been sent out 
by a trading company in London, entered Chesepeake Bay 
and gave the names of Charles and Henry to the Capes on 
the entrance to the bay and sailed up the river, then called 
Powhattan but now James, and selected a spot where old 
Jamestown now stands as a place to plant their colony. It 
was the desire of trade relations and to be the first to con- 
trol the commerce of the New World that caused these 
people to sail over the wide ocean, and to brave the dangers 
of the hostile Indians in the extension of trade. \Vhat 
Great Britain did here she has repeated in all parts of the 
earth, and the influence that it has had upon her people 
and upon her law-makers, has caused her to take the lead 
in the establishment of a sound financial system which has 
made her metropolis the gateway of the monies of the 
world. The merchant and the manufacturer stood as the 
strongest battlements in our recent financial struggle to 
continue our country on a sound financial basis. ‘Their 
business naturally leads them beyond their surroundings 
and brings them in contact with the world in such a way as 
to give them broader and more comprehensive views. 

We trust that the small beginning we are inaugurating 
here to-day in the way of a joint discussion between tke 
jobber and manufacturer may have a wide influence for 
good, which shall unify them more closely than ever. The 
spirit of the age seems to be grasping the idea of the neces- 
sity of co-operation and concentrated effort, and we are be- 
ginning to learn that competitors may be friends. We see 
this spirit illustrated in the Hardware Association and 
manufacturers’ Associations, and even though they do not 
always succeed as well as they would like, yet the idea is 
not abandoned and the effort is continued. 

Perhaps it would be well at this point to define what we 
mean by a jobber and manufacturer; as conditions are 
changing, so the significance of these words has changed 
from their original meaning to some extent. When Web- 
ster was writing definitions he defined the jobber under con- 
sideration as one who imported goods and sold them to the 
retailers. This definition is still correct, thongh not com- 
prehensive enough, for under the conditions of to-day he 
may or may not be an importer. The Century Diction- 
ary, which was written later and even quite recently, de- 
fines the jobber as one who purchases goods in bulk and 
re-sells them to small dealers, ‘‘a middleman.” We have 
seen another definition of jobber which more nearly fits our 
case, and that is one who purchases goods in quantities, 
carries them in stock, and is located in a jobbing centre, 
travels at least two salesmen and sells not less than one 
hundred thousand dollars’ worth of goods per annum. A 
broker may purchase goods in quantities and sell them again 
to the retailer, and yet we would not term him a jobber, 
since he does not carry them in stock and does not employ 
traveling salesmen. 

The manufacturer is a term originally derived from two 
Latin words, manus, ‘‘a hand,” and facoe, ‘‘tomake,” which 
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signifies a person who made something with the hand. The 
Century Dictionary defines a manufacturer as one who is 
in the business of manufacturing; manufacturing is de- 
fned as the act or process of making articles for use; 
therefore a manufacturer is one engaged in the process of 
making articles for use. This term is of a recent date, and 
is comprehensive enough. You will notice that it is not nec- 
essary for him to engage in the jobbing business in order to 
bea legitimate manufacturer. We would gather, then, from 
the definitions which we have given that it is the duty of 
the manufacturer to prepare the articles for the market, 
and it is the business of the jobber to distribute them tothe 
retailers located near the point of consumption. We find 
in the actual condition of affairs that these theoretical po- 
sitions are not always maintained, and that the conditions 
are not the same at all points, and that the obligation is left 
to the wisdom of the manufacturers and jobbers as to the 
best methods to be observed under the peculiar circum- 
tances which exist. We believe that the jobber is the most 
economical medium through which the manufactvrer can 
reach consumption, which is in the end to be obtained. Let 
ussee about this. Itis quite desirable on the part of the 
manufacturer to have a stock of his goods in the locality 
near the point of consumption. The only way to obtain 
this is either for the manufacturer to establish warehouses 
at all of these various points, and to employ a force of men 
to attend to the distribution of the same, or to have a mer- 
chant carry this at or near the point of consumption re- 
ferred to. For the manufacturer to establish these numer- 
ous warehouses would require too great an outlay of capital, 
and would get his business so badly scattered, and so remote 
from himself, as not to be able to give it that personal at- 
tention which is essential to success. 

We will abandon this idea as an impractical one, and take 
it for granted that no manufacturer would undertake to 
place his goods upon the market in this way, and we will 
therefore proceed upon the other hypothesis, that the true 
theory is to have a merchant carry his stock at the point 
nearest to where they are wanted; or perhaps you will rea- 
son that these goods may be distributed from the factories 
tothe retailers without the aid of the jobber. Let us see 
how this would work. The retailer asarule, at least in our 
section of the country, is a man of limited means, sur- 
rounded quite often by small consumption and must neces- 
sarily order in small quantities. Besides he would not be 
able to obtain even the assortment desired in a very small 
order, as it is customary for the manufacturers to confine 
themselves to the manufacture of a small variety of things, 
and no one of them would be able to furnish the retail mer- 
chant with the assortment he would want. Let us take an 
example. Suppose he wants to purchase an outfit for a black- 
smith, and the necessary material for operating his shop. 
He would want a forge or bellows, anvil, vise, set stock and 
dies, rasp, sledgehammer, farriers’ knife, drawing knife, 
anvil tools, twyer iron, tire shrinker, drill press, set of drills, 
brace and bits, horse and mule shoes, horse nails, bar iron, 
wagon tire, both steeland iron, wagon wheels, spokes, rims, 
tubs, shafts, tire bolts, carriage bolts, carriage springs, shaft 
leather, shaft couplings, axles, axle clips, borax welding com- 
pound, skeins, carriage cloths, wagon iron and other articles. 
You will observe that the articles mentioned have been gath- 
ered from thirty-six different factories, and that some of the 
tems themselves, such as cast anvils and wrought anvils or 
diferent quality of stocks and dies, would have to be drawn 
from different factories according to the quality desired ; 
how if it required a personal visit from each of the different 
‘actories to take his order, then at least thirty-six different 
salesmen would have to undergo the expense of a visit to 
se the merchant, or if the transaction be carried on by the 
nails, it would require that he write to thirty-six different 
‘actories and have thirty-six different shipments arriving 
llat different times. You can readily see that it would be 
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a vexatious matter, even with asmall order. Having fallen 
upon the illustration of the blacksmith outfit the case is not 
exaggerated in the least, for the retailer in making out 
his daily wants is liable to call for any of the numerous 
articles that go to fill a large Hardware catalogue contain- 
ing one thousand to twelve hundred pages. 

Let us see how this would operate, provided the jobber 
has accumulated a stock in the vicinity of the retailer, and 
a traveling salesman from the jobber calls upon the retailer 
he is prepared to take his order for all the articles wanted, 
and have them in stock and does not have to wait for them 
to be made after the order is received, involving long de- 
lays, as is the case with many of the factories, but is liable 
to ship them perhaps the next day, or at most a few days 
after the order is taken. All of these articles being as- 
sembled together, go as one shipment and as one invoice, 
and the business is thereby very much simplified and the 
retailer is accommodated, and the manufacturers are all 
benefitted from the fact that speedy deliveries will very 
often increase the consumption andenlarge thetrade. The 
jobber, as it were, becomes the syndicate salesman and dis- 
tributor of perhaps two hundred or more different manu- 
facturers, and the retailers would readily see the force of 
so large a number being represented in one salesman. We 
will take it for granted then that it is made plain that the 
jobber is a convenience to the retailer and a great benefit 
to the manufacturer, inasmuch as he carries their stock 
near the point of consumption and furnishes his own cap- 
ital to do this, and to employ the necessary force for at- 
tending to it promptly, guarantees all losses, pays his own 
insurance, and the manufacturer is relieved of all of this 
heavy expense incurred in the carrying of the stock, solicit- 
ing business and incurring the other necessary expense in- 
cident tosame. Then should not the manufacturer do all 
he can to encourage the jobber and nelp him out, and to 
see that he obtains a fair return in the way of ample pro- 
tection on his part, in order that he may have the necessary 
funds in hand when bills mature or to discount his bills be- 
fore they mature, thereby eliminating the risk on the part 
of the manufacturer on short returns for the goods with 
which he has entrusted him? We think he should. We 
think he is protecting his own interest when he does. We 
do not think he should become his competitor and come to 
his next door neighbor who happens to be a responsible re- 
tailer, and offer him goods at the same price that he does 
the jobber who buys in much larger quantities, and who is 
compelled to make his living by making a profit on his 
sales of which he is deprived very often by having the very 
man who has furnished him supplies, as his competitor; no 
jobber of course can compete successfully with the factory 
which furnishes him with supplies without a just differen- 
tial between the jobber and the retailer. Perhaps when 
the manufacturer goes to his retailer who is a customer of 
the jobber he thinks he is thereby increasing his trade, 
when he is only curtailing the purchase of the jobber just to 
the extent that he supplies the jobbers’ customers with his 
products, for if the order had not come to him through the 
retailer, it is quite probable that it would have come to him 
through the jobber. And this is not the only injury done 
to the jobber, inasmuch as the retailer who has obtained 
about the same price, makes a correspondingly low price 
to his customers, and through them the information spreads 
and the jobber must either reduce his price toa point be- 
yond which there is not a sufficient profit left, or see his 
trade leave him. 

We are glad to say there are many manufacturers who 
are not guilty of such practices; toall such we feel the job- 
bers should confine their trade and encourage them in the 
Just here I fear that 
the jobbers are often at fault themselves, inasmuch as they 
will patronize some manufacturer or manufacturer's agent 
who, after he has stocked up his customers, then comes to 
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him and gives him a slight cut in a very confidential way. 
We should make it a practice to refuse to patronize all such, 
and to confine our orders to manufacturers who will give 
us due protection. 

We will readily admit that the manufacturer has the 
right to market his goods in whatever honorable method 
he may choose. If he thinks it more profitable to him to 
seek the distribution of his goods through the retailer than 
through the jobber, then he hasa perfect right to that meth- 
od, but all such practices tend to decreasethe legitimate pro- 
fits of the jobber and he should refuse to buy goods from a 
dangerous competitor who is bringing about a method in 
trade which makes it hard for him to earn a legitimate profit. 
These practices are most frequent about railroad centres 
and very near the door of the jobber, since these are points 
that are easily reached, and the salesman who engages in 
such practices can sohcit the business without extra ex- 
pense, but if he were not patronized by the jobber and was 
forced to go into all the highways and hedges in order to 
find a sufficient outlet for his products, he would soon dem- 
onstrate for himself that he had selected a very expensive 
method of reaching the consumer. The manufacturer who 
relies on the jobber can by making only a few points in 
each state reach the entire consumption of the state, inas- 
much as he secures the services of all the traveling sales- 
men of the jobber who goes into all points where trade is 
to be found and solicits orders for his goods. The manu- 
facturer who has one hundred jobbers for customers will 
perhaps get the bendfit of one thousand or more salesmen 
who are soliciting orders for his goods at every available 
point continuously, and in this way the territory is more 
thoroughly and more effectively covered than in any other 
way. Suppose the manufacturer undertakes to market his 
goods through a local broker, then he works under the dis- 
advantage of having to carry all of the stock himself, and 
of long delays in delivery which are incident to factory 
shipments; he also works injury to the jobber, inasmuch as 
the broker has very little expense and sells goods at a 
margin upon which no jobber can live and carry his stock 
and employ a corps of salesman. This local broker will 
frequently quote prices, and his customers instead of giv- 
ing him the order they will go to the nearest jobber, and 
offer him the business, using the broker’s price in order to 
beat him down below a legitimate profit which the jobber 
feels compelled to do, since the customer is in possession 
of the cost of the goods and is not willing to pay a sufficient 
profit incident to the carrying of stock and the distributing 
of same. This also works an injury to the manufacturer, 
inasmuch as the jobber since the price beat down below 
the legitimate profit, enters complaint to the manufacturer 
from whom he draws his supplies and asks for a lower 
price, which he often obtains, thereby bringing an influence 
to bear which breaks the market and robs everybody con- 
cerned of their legitimate profit to which they are entitled. 

Theoretically, the broker is expected to confine his busi- 
ness to soliciting orders frem the jobber, but he soon sees 
that this will not often take care of his moderate expense, 
and ambitious to increase his orders he goes direct to the 
consumer; failing to realize that the consumption of the 
territory covered is not increased by his furnishing the re- 
tailer or consumer any more than if the same distribution 
haé taken place through the jobber. 

Another practice by some of the brokers in the large cen- 
ters, is that of getting up a circular which goes to all of the 
names represented in Dun or Bradstreet, tbhrs scattering 

‘the manufactrrer’ lowest prices to the ‘argest jobber 
broadcast throughout the land. These fall into the hands 
of the jobbers’ customers, and are used by them to force 
the jobbers to sell below a legitimate profit. We are glad 
to say that so far as our locality is concerned, that the 
broker has been of a temporary character, and has not been 
able to run long; in the more populous towns it may be 
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different, but with us we think this significant that this 
method of placing goods on the market has not been a sye. 
cess, and we find the broker ready to change his occupation 
so soon as something else is offered that promises a living. 
We conclude that the broker is not a benefit to the manu- 
facturer who employs him, and that he tends in no way to 
increase the consumption, or help the jobber to increase 


trade, and we shall be glad to see the day when the many. 


facturers, if they shall persist in employing him, and if he 
shall persist in seeking the retailer and consuming trade. 
that they will give him such prices as the trade he solicits 


are entitled to, and which will leave a proper differentiaj 


between the jobber and the retailer. 

To conclude this by recapitulation, we would say that the 
jobber is the most economical medium through which the 
manufacturer can reach the consumer, and that if he wil! 
confine his distribution to this channel, he will prevent much 
confusion and materially benefit the conditions of trade. 
We think the relations between the manufacturer and job. 
ber should be of the most cordial and friendly nature, and 
that they should co-operate in every possible way. We 
realize that ina community where there are only two or 
three jobbers and where there are ten or fifteen manufac. 
turers of the same line of goods, all seeking representation, 
that the question is somewhat difficult to solve, so that all 
shall be properly represented when there are only two or 
three men to represent ten or fifteen competitors, for it is 
said that no man can serve two masters, and perhaps if the 
same man should undertake to represent two or more com- 
petitors that he would find it hard to please them and rep. 
resent them fairly. Perhaps the manufacturers can give us 
some good solution of a case of this kind. Those who are 
not represented in that particular locality will feel a great 
temptation to go direct to the consumer or retailer; or per- 
haps this same man who is seeking the retail trade in this 
locality and feels well satisfied in that direction. We be. 
lieve thet most of the manufacturers would prefer to be 
represented by a jobber rather than have to rely on this 
other method, since the jobber is the most economical 
medium through which to reach the retailer and consumer. 

Of course, we are looking at these things somewhat from 
a jobber’s standpoint, and our views are made up in con- 
sideration for the smaller territory. The manufacturer has 
different conditions to contend with in seeking trade in all 
parts of this vast country, and is enabled to recite more of 
the difficulties with which he comes in contact along 
this line, and for this very reason we have sought to have 
a discussion with you to enable us to look at it from your 
standpoint in order that our views may be broadened, and 
that by co-operation we may relieve some of the difficulties 
that now appear to stand in the way; and if we shall have 
accomplished something in this direction, good will come 
of our meeting together here to-day. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Moore’s paper, the president an- 
nounced that the subject was open for discussion. Charles 
L. Meade, of the Stanley Rule & Level Co., New York; 
Lewis W. Klahr, of the Enterprise Mfg. Co., Philadelphia; 
J. J. Mandlebaum, of Fones Bros, Little Rock, Ark. 
Charles A. Ireland, of the Odell Hardware Co., Greens 
boro, N. C.; Webster R. Walkley, Peck, Stowe & Wilcox 
Co., New York; and W. W. Supplee, Supplee Hardware 
Co., Philadelphia, participated, and their addresses wert 
brief, pertinent, and listened to with close attention. 

ENTERTAINED BY THE MANUFACTURERS. ? 

The manufacturers who were present at the convention, 
he! 1 an informal meeting on Wednesday noon, and formu- 
lated a plan by which they could show their appreciation 
of the invitation extended to them by the jobbers. At 
rangements were made for*the procuring of a steamboat 
upon which the members of the Association and thet! 
friends, the manufacturers, and the other guests, were to 
be given a moonlight excursion on the evening of that day 
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but when the hour approached the condition of the wind 
and wave was such that it was thought advisable not to 
make the trip. Notice to that effect was posted in the 
office of the Chamberlain, and it was further announced 
that from § until 9 P. M. an instrumental concert would be 
given by the Artillery School band in the reception hall of 
the hotel, with dancing in the ball room after the hour 
named. This programme wascarried out. The ladies who 
were in attendance in large number were present in full 
force, and the occasion was one of great pleasure to all con- 
cerned. Refreshments were served, and the manufactur- 
ers certainly proved themselves most generous and admir-

THURSDAY'S SESSIONS. 

The convention was called together at ten o’clock on the 
morning of Thursday, the 16th, with President Barnett in 
the chair. The first paper upon the programme was one 
prepared by F. R. Boocock, Secretary of the National As- 
sociation of Credit Men, entitled ‘‘Laws, Customs and 
Ideals of Business.” It was a very able and admirable 
article, in which the whole question of credits as applied to 
business was discussed. Space will not permit the repro-

The next paper was entitled ‘‘A Delinquent List of Ac- 
counts,” prepared by W. A. Parker, of the Beck & Gregg 
Hardware Co., of Atlanta, Ga. At the conclusion of this 
paper, the question box was opened, and a number of 
questions of interest were discussed, among which was that 
touching prices published in trade journals, on Hardware 
goods, Following this came an executive session of the 
Association, at which the annual address of the president 
and the reports of the secretary-treasurer and of the vari- 
ous standing committees were presented. This occupied 
the full day, and the programme which had been arranged 
for the afternoon session was carried out in the evening. 
This included the reading of a paper entitled ‘‘ Hardware

Sproull; and’also a paper upon the same subject by Ctarles 
H. Ireland, of the Odell Hardware Co., of Greensboro,

the work which had brought them together on the after- 
noon of Thursday, the ladies were treated to a ride upon 
Hampton Roads and the ocean on the yacht Sa//ie, which 
had been sent to Old Point for this special purpose by the 
Old Dominion Iron Co., of Richmond, Va.

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executive character, at which several papers were pre- 
sented. One of these was entitled ‘‘Our Unprofitable 
Goods, and What Shall We Do With Them?” by John Don- 
nan, of W. S. Donnan & Co., Richmond, Va.; and ‘‘ How 
to Make the Hardware Jobbing Business More Profitable,” 
by J. J. Mandlebaum, of the Fones Bros. Hardware Co., 
Little Rock, Ark.

These gentlemen are all prominently identified with the 
jobbing trade of the South, and have been in the past ac- 
tive and efficient members of the Southern Association. 

Mr. Mandlebaum, president-elect, is the secretary of the 
Fones Bros. Hardware Co., of Little Rock, Ark., which 
was established by D. G. Fones in 1859, who commenced 
business with a small stock of tinners’ supplies. In 1865 he 
added Hardware to the line, and at a later date, J. A. 
Fones, and still later, A. T. Fones, became members of the 
concern, which was thereafter known as the Fones Bros. 
Hardware Co. In June, 1888, the company was reorgan- 
ized as a stock company under the name of the Fones Bros. 
Hardware Co., with a paid-up capital of $100,000, the stock- 
holders being D. G. Fones, president and treasurer; James 
A. Fones, vice-president, and James J. Mandlebaum, sec- 
retary. Mr. Mandlebaum has been a most efficient mem- 
ber of this organization, and will most ably fill the office of 
president. 

O. B. Barker, of the Barker-Jennings Hardware Co., 
Lynchburg, Va., is a young man, but very efficient in the 
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conduct of the concern of which heis the head. Mr. Barker 
is president of the company, and has been actively engaged 
in business for over twenty-two years, the entire manage- 
ment being in his hands. The company do strictly a whole- 
sale business, and have made a very great success among 
the mercantile interests of that section of the South. 

The second vice-president, R. E. Bell, of Weatherford, 
Tex., is numbered among the oldest of the Hardware mer- 
chants of the South, and as he has been in the business 
since 1847, he has already passed his golden wedding, if 
we may so speak, in this business, of which he has been 
so prominent amember. In 1847 he became apprenticed 
to a general storekeeper, and was assigned to the Hard- 
ware department. He began business in Weatherford in 
1866, where, by the efficient aid of his son, he still carries 
on a large and successful Hardware business. 

W. E. Gibbins is a member of the firm of W. W. Wood- 
ruff & Co., Knoxville, Tenn., which was organized in Feb- 
ruary, 1865. Mr. Gibbins became a member of the firm in 
January, 1870, since which time there have been no changes 
in the partnership. Mr. Gibbins served through the recent 
war in the Union army, and long since became one of the 
prominent and best known Hardware dealers of the South. 

W. A. Parker, secretary and treasurer of the Beck & 
Gregg Hardware Co., Atlanta, Ga., is a very young man 
for the position he occupies as the practical general man- 
ager of the concern. He entered the employ of this com- 
pany as an office-boy in 1882, and in time became chief 
bookkeeper, and on the death of Mr. Gregg, was elected to 
the high position which he now holds. He is very active, 
not only as a Hardwareman, but also as a member of the 
Southern Association. 

Fred. Orgill is a member of the firm of Orgill Bros. & 
Co., Memphis, Tenn., which commenced business as early 
as 1847. In 1855 Edmund Orgill entered the firm, which 
became known as Lownes, Orgill & Co., and in 1859, when 
Mr. Lownes retired, the name was changed to Orgill Bros. 
& Co., which has continued until the present time. Fred. 
Orgill began his career in the Hardware business with 
the Wiebusch & Hilger Hardware Co., in New York City, 
in 1876, where he remained until 1882, when he entered the 
employ of Orgill Bros. & Co.,becoming a member of the firm 
in 1886; being made general manager in 1891. His enter- 
prise and energy have contributed much to the success of 
this firm. 

James Maroney is the founder of the Maroney Hardware 
Co., of Dallas, Tex. He was born in County Clare, Ireland, 
and was brought to this country by his parents in 1851. 
They became residents of Richland County, Wis., and after 
receiving a thorough education, and serving for some time 
as overseer of improvements in the service of the govern- 
ment, Mr. Maroney removed to Dallas, where he bought an 
interest in the firm of Maroney & Co., which was then 
owned by his brother. He became possessor of the entire 
concern in 1884, and in 1886 converted it into a corporation 
under the name of the Maroney Hardware Co.

company. 
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Review of the Markets. 


Hardware: The season’s business now being brought to 
a close, will find the six months traffic making an admira- 
ble showing, considering the adverse questions seriously 
affecting its steadiness, which at times affected the whole- 
sale trade. The volume of the season’s business will stand 
comparison, and be found encouraging. Prospects for the 
coming season are very good, and should the war be 
brought to a sudden termination by overtures for peace, 
which is among the probabilities, there will be the largest 
fall trade result, that we have seenin years. Prices con- 
tinue too low to anticipate much in the way of concessions 
to stimulate early orders; the prospects being that as the 
season progresses advancing quotations and less abundant 
supply, will become unavoidable conditions. 


Wire Nails: The wire nail market shows no improve- 
ment over previous report, the conditions remaining the 
same and the demand continues normal without any ele- 
ment of speculation or of more than ordinary interest. The 
mills are accumulating more of a stock than is required for 
the usual ‘‘shut down” during the summer, but no effect 
on quotations is felt in consequence of this increased sup- 
ply, as it is regarded as certain that the opening of the next 
season’s trade will find the market in a healthy condition. 
The carload price to retail buyers, of $1.35 f. 0. b. factory, 
is firmly held. New York prices being held as previously, 
carload lots on dock $1.45; smaller lots from store $1.55. 

Cut Nails: The cut nail market may be said to hold its 
own, at quotations previousiy noted, trade being quite 
moderate and prices continuing low. New York prices are: 
For carload lots on dock, $1.174%4 @$1.20. Smaller lots from 
store, $1.25@$1. 30. 

Files: Business continues good; it is announced that 
a meeting of the File Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States, was held at the Astor House, New York, on 
June 15th when it was- unanimously agreed, owing to the 
advancing tendency toward increased costs in labor and 
material, to hold a meeting of the Association in New York, 
on August 3d, next, for the purpose of considering the ad- 
visability of advancing prices. It was decided to maintain 
existing prices for the present. 

Barb Wire: The season for this active staple has been 
a remarkably good one, being well sustained throughout. 
The large export trade which has been a prominent feature 
of the season’s business, having had the effect in keeping 
the home markets in short supply; orders even now being 
still in process of completion, mills having a good promise 
for future business. Prices still continue at $1.70 to $1.75 
for carload lots of 4 point galvanized at mill. Painted 
barbed wire being held at $1.40 to $1.45 for same quality. 

New York prices are as follows: Four point galvanized 
in carload lots on dock $1.85@$1.90; smaller lots from 
store, $2. 

Smooth wire: Prices remain the same as previously 
named, $1.15 at mill for carload lots, base sizes. Business 
is reported good andthe market isin a firm condition, being 
held well in hand by the influences now controlling it. 


Shovelsand Spades: The business of this industry is prac- 
tically controlled by the associated manufacturers who, since 
our recent issue, held a meeting in this city for the purpose 
of discussing the desirabiity of an advance in prices for the 
fall trade, some of the members thinking it a good time to 
entertain a movement of this character. But in view of 
the satisfactory conditions at present surrounding this im- 
portant industry, it was decided to be unwise to change, 
and present prices were confirmed until October 1.

Binder Twine: The highest prices so far named for 
binder twine are those prevailing at the present time. A 
satisfactory movement is being made in this important line 
of business, now that harvesting has already begun. It is 
not thought the extreme limit has even yet been reached, 
the demand being an unusually large one throughout the 
country. We quote as follows for carload lots, f. o. b., 
Eastern factories, with the usual advance for smaller quan- 
tities:

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THE PHILADELPHIA TRADE. 


While the bright weather has caused a decided increase 
in the number of orders, and a noticeable scarcity in sea- 
onable goods, such as fly wire, poultry netting, window and 
door screens, etc., the most direct feature of the present 
situation is the hopefulness that prevails everywhere in re- 
gard to the future. A marked increase has been noticeable 
for some weeks in the demand for tools, and already in 
some lines it is difficult to get tools fast enough to fill 
orders. This is a most hopeful sign, showing that work is 
plenty and better times probably ahead. 


While it is true that wheat has made a break owing to 
the collapse of Mr. Leiter, the price is still high as com- 
pared with previous years, with prospects of an enormous 
crop and further shortages abroad. Such being the case, 
the farmers of the country having used last year’ssurplus to 
pay off outstanding indebtedness, will now be in position 
to spend money for improvements, and trade looks brighter 
in consequence. 


Changes in prices during the last two weeks have been 
few in number. While one or two items, such as shot, 
glazier points and copper rivets and burrs, have advanced, 
and are held at higher prices, most of these advances were 
not unexpected, and others may naturally follow. 


A most remarkable feature is the small demand for nails, 
both wire and cut. Last year, when nails were worth 
about $3 per keg and the country in the depth of hard 
times, nails were in active demand and a surprisingly large 
quantity was sold, To-day, with nails at about $1,65 a keg, 
and farmers with more money than they have had for sev- 
eral years, the demand is exceedingiy light and, so far, we 
have not met anyone who can explain why this was so. 


Collections are undeniably better. Money is coming in 
quite freely, and it is hoped that the country merchants 
who have recently been in rather tight situations, are now 
feeling the results of better times and gradually escaping 
from their difficulties. BIDDLE HARDWARE CO. 


THE KANSAS CITY TRADE. 
As we write, the sun is shining. ‘This is not a new 
thing, but it is quite rare enough here on the edge of Kan- 
sas and Missouri, to be made mention of. 


Talk about ‘‘drouthy Kansas”! As sensible as talking 
about dry water. 

Such another spring, for moisture and big wheat crops 
in our immediate territory, has never been equalled as 4 
whole. 

In fact, rains have been so persistently plentiful and wet 
in their character, as to considerably hinder farming. As 
a consequence, business has been more or less ‘‘spurty — 
dependent on the fact whether or not a salesman went by 
boat, rail or balloon, Also whether or not the farmer could 
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get ‘‘to town” to buy goods, and thereby compel our re- 
tail trade to stock up. 

We are pleased, however, to report a very satisfactory 
trade on the average. Staple goods have held a remark- 
ably even run of prices for the last three months. It is the 
opinion of the writer that this very condition has proven an 
inducement to the retail trade to buy much more freely 
than they would otherwise have done. Nailsand barbed 
wire have moved freely: smooth wire has had a big right 
of way in our trade. Seasonable goods were held in check 
by the very wet, cold, gloomy season now just between 
spring and summer. 

There is an unusual demand this month for grain cradles. 
Doubtless, the large wheat crop now being harvested in the 
Territory and southern Kansas, with central and western 
Kansas to follow, will result in a heavy traffic in cradles later 
on, of another kind. Along with the boom which the fur- 
niture dealer has reason to anticipate, we hope to sell his 
same customers our line of baby buggies, dinner buckets, 
husking pegs, clothespins and borax. Be it understood 
that this remark applies to the fellow who handles a 
‘mixed stock.” 

We are certainly of the opinion that fall prospects are 
exceedingly flattering. The writer expresses his personal 
views only in this letter, and in saying that the present war 
has had as little baneful influence upon trade in this section 
of the country as would the sneeze of a cat affect the ocean 
tide, he states what the Eastern trade can scarcely believe. 


Few changes occur in business. Failures are very rare. 
Collections are good. Should Kansas harvest 75,000,000 to 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat in the next four weeks, the jay- 
hawker alone could feed the United States army its bread, 
and furnish enough money from its surplus deposits to pay 
all its war expenses for sixteen months, more or less, to 
come. GILLE HARDWARE & IRON Co. 


THE PITTSBURG TRADE. 

One of the modern ideas connected with jobbing Hard- 
ware is to carry in stock a much larger variety of goods 
than formerly. While it was the tendency to specialize 
some years ago, dividing the business into smaller lines, 
now all these tines are carried under one roof, and the re- 
tailer can find everything germane to Hardware in one 
place. This is a convenience to the retailer, and while 
adding to the amount of business done by the jobber, en- 
tails the use of larger warehouse capacity, more capital, 
etc. There is such an improvement yearly in many kinds 
of goods, that the merchant must be alive to all these 
changes and keep ‘‘up to date.” There is no room for 
‘‘mossbacks’”’ in the Hardware trade at present, and our 
experience is that there are very few of them to be found 
initnow. June business is very good, an active demand 
for’ all seasonable goods, and stocks running short before 


the demand is_ supplied.

THE CLEVELAND TRADE. 

Every merchant has more or less trouble with fakirs, 
bankrupt sales, farmers’ clubs, department stores, etc. 

When one of these starts, the resident merchant should 
at once learn the brand of goods being offered, and give 
his jobber a list of them, stating his object in getting them, 
and the jobber would be glad to co-operate with him and 
let him know the prices at which they can be purchased. 
The jobber will take pleasure in getting them for him at 
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the lowest price, so that he can sell them lower than his 
competitor. 


Some of the jobbers that you deal with can get for you 
the same brand; when the goods are received, mark the 
prices in plain large figures and set them out in conspicu- 
ous places where they are sure to be seen. They are 
usually a low grade of goods and not a large variety. Do- 
nate your profit on them and your jobber will do the same, 
giving so much to rid the town of fakirs 


Do not pretend they are cheap, but tell your customer 
that the quality makes the price; that you cannot recom- 
mend them, but are compelled to keep them to meet the 
price. Most of your customers will buy better goods. 


Most of the people appreciate having a merchant located 
carrying a stock of goods in the town and do not regard 
him as preying on the people, and are not in sympathy with 
any attempt to prevent his success. 


A store or two, a blacksmith shop, a tin shop and a 
wagon shop are a great convenience in any town, and the 
people generally realize this. 


Action is much more effective than talk, and you can cer- 
tainly sell the goods as low as others if you push things as 
suggested, and the jobber will gladly aid in protecting le- 
gitimate trade. 


Do not talk about it or indicate that you are disturbed, 
but act quietly, keeping your own counsel, saying if your 
customers want that kind of goods, you can furnish them 
as cheap as any one; and your trouble will soon end, and 
the confidence of your customers will be increased, as it 
will be a practical demonstration of your ability to supply 
them what they want; but you treat them best when you 
sell them the best goods. 


Business continues good. The heavy advance in manila 
and sisal goods has shown that goods can advance, and, 
after years of steady decline, this is refreshing. 


The dissolution of partnership between wheat and silver 
has punctured some faults in political theories and we are 
feeling our way out of despondency. 


It is some gain to be assured that a general decline has 
halted. The war may force us into a world’s partnership, 
and we may find the meaning of it to be an alliance of the 
English-speaking races for the promotion of liberty and 
justice. We may learn that altruism is a condition of na- 
tional as well as individual development.

The water has gone down some now so 
that they can work breaking the jam, and we imagine the 
mills will have no further difficulty. There is every in- 
dication of a good fall business.

The war news of late has not been of a nature to arouse 
much enthusiasm, but we know our government is gradu- 
ally closing in upon the Spanish forces with an irresistable 
power that in the end means their complete defeat. The 
rumors of sending some of our swift cruisers to the coast 
~ Spain will tend to keep what few ships they have left at 

ome. 


We feel the outlook is brighter, and that business will 
soon assume its usual proportions. Collections are fair.

TRADE TALK: GRAPHITE, INCIDENTALLY. 

As to business, that can be summed upin a very few 
words. We are running on our various lines from eighteen 
to eighty-one per cent. ahead of the corresponding time 
last year. We would say that our vice-president, general 
manager and treasurer ave going to Europe were it not for 
the fact that those three offices are filled by one very com- 
petent and hard-working man, John A. Walker. This is 
not Mr. Walker’s maiden trip, as he has been abroad 
several times, and is a well-seasoned traveler; but this is 
the first time that he has been obliged to tread the deck of 
a foreign vessel, Heretofore he has always gone abroad 
on the Pavis; this time he goes on the Umbria. 


We believe that these business letters to Hardware might 
be made more interesting and more helpful to manufactur- 
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ers and jobbers if the writers would depart a little from 
simply chronicling business matters and drop occasionally 
into ‘‘shop talks,” as it were, as the Logan Gregg Hard. 
ware Co. did in the issue of June toth. 


As manufacturers we always aim to protect the jobber. 
We avoid, as much as possible, selling to the small trade. 
We invariably steer small dealers to their nearest jobbers, 
We coax and woo and court the jobber as we would our 
best girl. We supply him with sample cases of our goods, 
circulars imprinted with his name, and do all we can to 
please hi:n, but at the same time we are conscious that the 
jobber is not in business for philanthropic purposes, and 
we find it quite necessary to keep a close eye upon him, lest 
he depart from us in search of goods similar to ours on 
which he can make more profit. 


We also find that he is human in every respect and is 
sometimes led to lose some confidence in our goods because 
of the mighty plausible tales told him by our competitors, 
Sometimes he writes and asks us to brace him up with a 
letter. Sometimes we get there in time to find him more 
or less dispirited and uncertain whether to send an order 
in to us or to place it elsewhere. 


Then again, and this is about the worst we can say, the 
jobber is, unfortunately, getting to that point where he 
wants his own name on all of his goods; he wants his firm 
name upon his lead pencils and upon all the goods that he 
carries. To suchan extent has this become, that the manu- 
facturer almost feels as though he was running his factory 
simply for a syndicate of buyers. 


Then again, the manufacturer would like the jobber gen- 
erally to adopt the fashion of the lamented and late A. 
T. Stewart, who, when he had bought goods in a little 
larger quantity than he found a ready sale for, never asked 
to have them returned or exchanged, but dispesed of them 
at a bargain, which usually resulted in some advertising 
for A. T. Stewart and the disposal cf goods a little shop- 
worn or out of date. Too many jobbers, however, do not 
seem inclined to dispose of over-bought stock in this way, 
but want them returned; and such goods when returned 
are almost a dead loss to the manufacturer, as they cannot 
be put on the market as new goods without much attention, 
and sometimes not at all. , 


That is a good letter written by the Lockwood-Taylor 
Hardware Co., which also appears in //ardware of june 
1oth. Weimagine that it would carry great offense to a 
man claiming shortage, to ask him to verify his statement 
by oath, but at the same time we think that if a man knew 
he must verify his statement by oath, he would be very 
much more carefulin making his claim. 


By this we mean that lately we have had several claims for 
shortage where we were very certain there was no shortage, 
and where our customer was manly enough a little later on 
to write us that the goods had been found. At the same 
time we had been disturbed, and in turn had very much 
disturbed our packing and shipping department, and cur 
customer must certainly have been annoyed in finding that 
his own clerks had made an error, to say nothing of being 
obliged to apologize for them 


As arule, we think all manufacturers are very careful in 
checking up all shipments with the desire of being specially 
accurate in count, etc. We also agree with the Lockwood- 
Taylor Hardware Co. that ‘‘ when a buyer desires exten- 
sion in time of payment, he should notify the seller before 
it becomes due and ask it as a favor if he cares for a high 
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grade of credit." Unfortunately, however, too many buy- 
ers think that a bill of thirty to fifty dollars is so small that 
alarge manufacturer should never give it a thovght, but 
should be willing to permit it torun until the seller gets 
ready to pay it. Unfortunately, however, the wealthiest 
manufacturer cannot afford to carry very many such ac- 
counts, and itis only justice that the buyer should, for his 
own credit, be prompt and careful about all money matters. 


We will add that on the western coast of Africa there is 
now a slight local demand for Dixon’s Stove Polish.
